densation of water vapor to water drops 
ice particles in the free atmosphere. 
He produced an imitation of a cloud by 
sending into the air a column of steam 
at high pressure. This rapidly condensed 
and showed all the 
cloud in power reflected light. 
Steam, as most people have experienced, 
is exceedingly hot, but steam at high 
pressure possesses the same property as 
molten lead, in that it does not hurt a 
moist surface that may be plunged into 
it.

ALLEGED SHOE LAST 
TRUST DISSOLUTION 
- SIND TO BE EFFECTED

DETROIT, Mich.—Dissolution of an- 
other “patent monopoly”—the “shoe last 
trust’”—was effected here today by the 
department of justice when 18 firms and 
a score of individual defendants accepted 
a final decree of the United States dis- 
trict court and agreed to modifications 
in their plan of doing business. 

The “trust,” the government charged, 
was headed by the Krentler- Arnold 


of patents which licensed its patents to 
the other firms and dominated the prices 
for lasts of all descriptions, patented 
and unpatented, threugh license agree- 
ments and the “Carey Club,” an organ- 
ization of licenses under the Krentler 
Arnold Company. The decree as given 
by Judge Tuttle today holds that the 
patent licenses and the Carey Club con- 
stituted agreements in restraint of trade. 
; The government's contentions, accepted 
by acquiescence of the “trust” was that 
the license plan and the Carey Club 
brought about an understanding between 
manufacturers who controlled 75 to 80 
per cent of the industry whereby the

price of all jJasts was maintained at a 
higher rate than their face value, thus 
enabling the Krentler-Arnold Company 
to exact a higher price for its patented 
product.

| Hundreds of teachers from suburban 
‘cities and towns including a delegation 
| of 200 from Lowell and 50 from Malden 
will attend a hearing at the State House, 
Feb. 14 on the bill providing for a re- 
tirement allowance for certain teachers 


in the public schools, 


The hearing is to be held in the House | 


chamber in the evening so that it nay 
not interfere with school work. A 
ference to discuss the teachers’ pension 
plan is to held ‘y the Massa*hu- 
setts Teachers’ Federation and the state 
board of education tomorrow. 

The bill to come up at the hearing pro- 
poses the organization of a teachers re- 
tirement association, in which.all teachers 
of the staté at once become members un- 
iess otherwise signifying within 90 days 
after the bill becomes law. All persons 
under 55 who enter the service after the 
passage of the bill become members otf 
the association after 30 days of service. 

The management is vested in a board 
of seven members. The commissioner of 
education, the state insurance commis- 
sioner and the state bank commissioners 
shal] be members ex-officio. Three other 
members, one of whom shall be a woman, 
shall be elected by the board of direc- 
tors of the Massachusetts Teachers Fed- 
eration, for one, two and three years, 
their, successors to be elected for a term 
of three years by the members of the re- 
tirement association. 

The state treasurer shall be custodian 
of the funds. The expenses of the con- 
tingent fund shall be appropriated by the 
General Court. For the annuity or pen- 
sion fund each member of the organiza- 
tion shall be assessed not less than 3 per 
cent nor more than per cent of his 
salary up to $1500. Each year the com. 
monwealth shall contribute an amount 
équal to the surplus arising from an- 
nuity deposits, or if there is a deficiency 
make that good. 

The state board of education 
mends the enactment of legislation es- 
tablishing a retiring system for teach- 
ers in publicly supported schools, meim- 
bership in ‘which shall be compulsory 
upon all persons who shall, after July }, 
1914, begin to teach in schools supported 
by public taxation, and membership in 
which shall voluntary for teachers 
now in the service.

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A FEW years ago the idea that the public 
school buildings of the country, when not 
otherwise employed, should be used for the 
social advancement of the neighborhoods 1n 
which they stood was received with much 
headshaking, in some instances with bitter 
opposition. Today schoolhouses in all parts 
of the country are social centers. The dignity 
of public education has not been affronted by 
the presence of the plain people in the class 
rooms at off-hours. Respect for the public school has not dimin- 
ished. ‘‘cachers find that their authority goes as far as ever. Chil- 
dren learn their lessons as well. . Nobody has been hurt. Nothing 
has been hurt. Many persons and many things have been helped 
and improved. 

It is not to be expected that the proposal to use the postoftices 
of the United States as employment agencies will be, at the start, 
received with unanimous approval. The postoflice itself met with 
serious Opposition at the beginning, becatise it was felt that it would 
interfere with the private letter-carrying business, with the stage- 
coach business, and with the wayside inns. It was deemed certain 
by many that cheaper postage rates and the extension of free deliv- 
ery would eventually bankrupt the government. Establishment of 
the special delivery service would hurt the telegraph companies. 
listablishment of the postal banks would ruin the regular private 
banks. Istablishment of the parcel post would be a dangerous 
experiment. Warnings are already sounded against the establish- 
ment of a government postal telegraph system. In view of all this, 
it would be passing strange if the idea of using the postoffices as 
employment agencies should escape objection. 

Yet criticism of the proposal thus far does not carry much 
weight. It is based principally upon the admitted tact that the plan 
will be an innovation. Everything new is an innovation, but the 
new is not rejected for that reason. Unanswerable points in favor 
of the 6cheme are that the United States, through the medium of its 
postal system, is in an excellent, position to acquaint itself with labor 
conditions throughout the entire country, to impart this information 
through bulletins, to dispense it by word of mouth through its post- 
office attaches, to aid in the shifting of labor from markets overdone 
to markets underserved so that there shall neither be surplus in one 
quarter nor scarcity in another. 

Details are to be worked out, and they can and will be worked 
out if the scheme be adopted. In this big country the thing is to 
strive toward the best results for the largest number, and that a 
government undertaking does not promise to meet the needs of the 
few is no reason why it should not be applied to the needs of the 
inajority.

Every effort in 
this direction exposes the impossibility of enforcement, with an 
approach to equality, of a tax upon the value of stocks and bonds 
Witness just now Vermont's effort to overhaul its tax laws and to 
bring about the adjustment of this theory to actual conditions and 
its failure to accomplish anything substantial. In the American 
West, where the taxation of evidences of property is undertaken in 
the same illogical fashion, there is real apprehension about wealth 
taking flight to New York. That state’s resort to a tax on bonds 
only at the time of issue works both to give it a revenue that it did 
not have before and to attract the owners to residence there. 

These are but instances of the perplexity now involving law- 
makers at state capitals the country over. It denotes a Jack of any 
sort of cooperation among the states in methods of taxation. It calls 
aloud for direction to some reasonable course as to personal property 
‘axation, while it reveals a real distress as to the ways in which 
accumulating expenditures are to be balanced. In the midst of the

\WELLESLEY S announcement that next year 
and thereafter cost of tuition, board and shel- 
ter tor each student in the college houses will 
be $50 more than it is now, is not surprising. 
But it will mean much to parents @f some ot 
the pupils and to such of the girls as have 
assumed seN-support ‘in whole‘or 1n_ part. 
The difference between what higher educa- 
tion the American student or 
his parents and what it costs the Ynstitution 
to provide teachers, apparatus and plant is so markedly in favor of 
the student that. as a class, the students are in no position to com- 
plain. Seldom is anything like a balance struck between what fs 
really owed and what is paid. That this is so is due, of course,’ to 
the generous endowment of colleges and universities by privaté.do- 
nors, and to the probity and shrewdness with which such endowments 
are invested so as to produce income with which to meet the differ- 
ence between students’ fees and administrative costs. 

ortunate as the country is in the opportunity for access of a 
host of youth to excellent colleges and universities, it cannot be dis- 
puted that any general and radical increase of cost to the student in 
winning his A. B. degrees would have restrictive effects that are not 
pleasant to contemplate. No institution will make the increase until 
driven to it, 1f 1t has a right appreciation of national needs at the 
present time. The steadtastness with which some of the oldest and 
most renowned colleges have resisted the plea to make income equal 
outgo by charging higher tees has been admirable. They have 
appealed to their alumni and to friends of the institutions for more 
free working capital with which to derive’ income needed, preferring 
this to an extra tax on undergraduates or their parents. Where 
income is derived from taxes imposed by authority of the state, with 
the amount rising automatically with successive re-appraisals of 
property values, the problem tor university administrators is quite 
different from that Yaced by colleges like Harvard and Wellesley. 
For those privatelv supported mstituty ns, donors have responded 
nobly with funds and bequests, but their number would have to be 
legion if they alone were to meet all of the growing needs. 
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Toronto calls Baston “the most homelike of American cities.” 
and the Globe of the tormer city wants the Boston height-limit on 
buildings adopted there. Toronto has only reached the poigt of 
decision on this question, and it 1s fortunate. Most American cities 
of ‘Toronto’s size have passed that point.

pation, a majority of citizens were excluding 
the saloon, refusing to be partizan in local 
politics, and were willing to cooperate in 
community uplift. The no-license policy 
still controls ; but in other respects the situa- 
tion now is quite different from that ot 
twenty vears ago. Responsibility for the change can be accounted 
lor in part by altered environment and more complex social struc- 
ture. But to a considerable extent it has been brought to pass by 
shortsightedness and lack of strategy on the part of elements of the 
population best fitted by tradition and attainments to hold the cit) 
true to its earlier ideal. 

Yet it is useless now to blame. A constructive policy of action, 
enlisting all elements of the population in an effort once more to 
unify the community and commit it to the non-partizan principle ot 
government, is now the greatest. After that can come issues of 
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charter reform and such changes in administration as conform to 
the best experience of American cities of the class. ‘The point to 
be stressed is a revival of the patriotism that former] 
enabled the Port and Brattle street, the university and the factories, 
the rich and the poor, to work together. 

\ meeting held last evening had tor its purpose ultimate restora- 
tion of non-partizanship in Cambridge government and a return to 
the better state of affairs that gave the city a national reputation, 
such as it deserved prior to the recent era. \WVith the new subway 
popular, and with rapid transit between Boston and the city across 
the Charles operative, Cambridge faces a period of growth such as 
it has never known. To meet the demands of a larger population 
tor housing and at the same time to protect residents from defects 
ofurban life that congestion brings, will require ofticials of courage 
and insight. “Highways, parks, schools, playgrounds, all need ampler 
support than they have had, if the larger city is to be a wholesome

RECENT orders relative to manners of 
emplovees issued by a leading railway of 
‘New England and a similar decree going 
forth from the headquarters of one of the 
great middle states transportation compamies 
have called attention again to the 1mportance 
now placed by business men on the habit of 
courtesy as an asset that must be acquired by 
their employees for motives of profit if for 
no other reason. Precisely as the intemperate 
man is finding it impossible to hold his job, so the boor also myst go. 
\Warned in explicit terms by his superiors as to the consideration 
he must show passengers, as to terms of address suitable for trav- 
elers, and as to his conduct in certain emergencies, a brakeman, con- 
ductor, ticket seller or information giver at once comes, to see that 
manners have a pecuniary rating. Counsel given him in _ youth, 
which he may have heartily despised, comes to have its present-day 
value. Forthwith he becomes obliging, respectful and mannerly. 

Precisely what aids are furnished by these business corporations 
to make as easy as possible the coming of the reign of courtesy and 
good will are not an important detail now. Of course nothing better 
could be urged than surrender to the Golden Rule and its maker. That 
isya simple test in manners as in morals; and there is no escaping 
it. The point to be stressed just now is, that while in circles of 
ociety where manners always have counted fog much there ts a 
tendency now to undervalue them, champions of ‘“good form” are 
appearing in the commercial world. With all the rigor and unswerv- 
ing power of a great machine, the railway corporation with its thou- 
sands of employees aligns itself and them on the side of kindly: 
speech, fraternal acts and good will; and it executes the law it decrees, 
Which is one of the most admirable aspects of the matter, in a day 
and generation when so much legislative law is ignored or defied. 

the claim has been made that modern business is doing more 
(o suppress drunkenness than all the preaching and teaching of ideal- 
ists and reformers. The complexity and intepsity of contemporary 
industrialism and commerce are only safely Fotrusted to temperate 
men. Others cannot find work and in time must become extinct. 
There is much in this claim of ultimate solution of an historic prob- 
‘em by indirect rather than by direct means. It is a case where an 
economic argument backed by power of the purse compels whole- 
sale betterment. 

So in this matter of manners. While the art well nigh passes 
away in high circles where it once flourished, behold it finding new 
champions where least expected and among men of great power who 
can enforce a beneficent purpose upon great armies of wage earners, 
and who in this case are coming to defense of the long-discarded 
standards ot chivalry. 
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\ NATION developing a§ Canada is in politi- 
cal and commercial ways cannot long post- 
pone increase of independence in cultural 
matters. Dependent as she has been and 
still is likely to be on British and American 
authors and publishers for much of the li 
erature that inspires and educates her people, 
the Dominion henceforth is likely to pro- 
duce more thinkers of her own. She will 
print and sell a larger proportion of the hs 
periodicals and books read by her native and adopted citizens. Only 
in some such ways can the rising national teeling show itself in its 
most attractive forms. It was not until the United States cut loose 
intellectually from utter dependence on British literary and philosoph- 
ical guidance, and began to send its youth to Germany and France

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for instruction in the humanities and the fine arts, that a distinc- 
‘ively American note was struck in the cultural life of the nation. 
The wider range of comparison brought into being a finer type ot 
nationalism at the same time that fertilizing influences came from 
Teutonic, Gallie and Slavic as well as Anglo-Celtic models. So 
with Canada, she needs to be less dependent on London or New 
York as sources ot supply 1§ books and periodicals. 

A more thoroughly organized and tederated guild ot 
makers and booksellers in the Dominion would do much to hasten 
the desired end. The newer and older provinces need to be tied 
together-by this new sort of bond, precisely as the large distributing 
‘owns and cities of the United States are united with Chicago, New 
York. Philadelphia and Boston. When the’ retail market is organized 
so as to give a Maximum ot distributing efficiency in the retail trade, 
then publishing houses in the cities can expand and in due time 
assume relations with Canadian authors who now find it necessary 
to seek an American or British imprint for their books. 

Fortunately signs multiply that this sort of federation in the 
Canadian book trade is coming soon. Retail stores are multiplying 
as the country fills up. British and American publishers are alive 
to the fact and are establishing branch houses. From the region of 
pioneers in the great northwest both verse and fiction tull of color 
and sincerity are coming forth, and the universities and colleges of 
the east are doing their share in training competent writers on his- 
‘torical and economic themes. The-ferment aroused by the funda- 
mental political issues now under debate throughout the Dominion 
seems sure to have its stimulating effect upon the general intellectual 
activities of the people 
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
